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New proposals shown for Sumpter Road Corridor plan

New proposals forthe Van Buren Township 

Sumpter Road Corridor plan were revealed 

to the township planning commission at its 

'eular meeting via Zoom on Sept. 8. 

Dan Power, director of planning 
and economic development, asked the 
commissioners to think about the changes. 
and come back to a future meeting to 
discuss it further. 


“Let us know if there are fatal flaws in 
what we've presented today 
Power said.

Commissioners Medina Atchinson, 
Jeff Jahr and Callie Barr volunteered as a 
subcommittee to follow the changes and 
meet with planners 

Director Power began the presentation by 
reminding commissioners that the township 
has a South Side Master Plan from 15 years 
ago and they need to see if it is still relative. 
It included agriculture south of Hull Road. 
ise area to the City of Belleville 


border, plus local commercial to Spencer 
along Sumpter Road. 

He turned the presentation over to Adam 
Cook of McKenna Associates, who is 
working on the project. He said the July 
28 workshop at the fire hall brought good 
dialog and discussion on the issue. He said 
about 40 people attended the session. 

He said they got feedback as soon as 
the Sumpter Road Corridor project was 
announced. Cook said many wanted to 
preserve the rural character south of Hull 
Road. He listed the comments that included 
sidewalks, grocery store, no new businesses 
until the empty storefronts are filled, more 
recreational opportunities (golf carts. 
community garden, nature park), more 
restaurants, and more things targeted for 
those aged 55 and older in the community 

He listed what he called “Focus Area: 


which included: 

1. West side of Sumpter Road, north of 
Hull and a quarter mile back; 

2. East side of Sumpter Road, north of 
Hull, and a quarter mile back; and 

3. Sumpter Road, south of Hull, 4 mile to 
the west and сам. 

He said in Area #1, they now propose 
extending Roulo or Bak roads north to the 
railroad tracks to give owners access to the 
back acreage for mixed use, preserving a 
semi-rural character. He suggested uses 
such as a greenhouse, kiln house, artisan 
studio, or workshop. 

In Area #2, he said the City of Belleville 
would have to work closely with them for 
mixed use and another roadway parallel 
to Sumpter Road, which he called a “slip 
street” with bike lanes. 

He said the most discussion was about 


Area #3. Cook said the former idea to have 
light industrial and shops along the roadway 
with agriculture behind has been dropped. 
Now they are looking at the conventional 
development of subdivisions on one-acre 
lots with a market at the corner of Hull and 
Sumpter roads 

Also suggested was a Plam 
Development (PRD) with gr 
the market on the corner. 

Or, it could be а hamlet concept, he said, 

with some land preserved as an agricultural 
preserve amd a forest preserve and one 
dwelling per acre in parts, with the market 
on the comer. 
‘See if the pattern of uses make 
you and share your thoughts,” he said to the 
‘commission. “Consider existing plans and 
what you've looked at. 

Public Service Director Matthew Best 
said the current proposals are extremely 
different than what they first suggested for 
south of Hull Road. He said there are a lot 
of different options out there. Director Best

important to know why those businesses 
have failed along there.

He 
said it was a good idea. 

‘We're hearing opponents to growth south 
of Hull Road, but there may be support for 
alternative uses,” Power said.

#3 and maybe there is the opportunity for a 
golf course between the houses.

VBPS board takes step to replace football field turf, update track

At Monday's regular, in-person meeting 
of the Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education, the board approved a 
$37,500 agreement with Foresite Design 
of Berkley for athletic design services for 
turf replacement and track reconditioning 
at Belleville High School.

Board president Amy Pearce said this is 
just the design part of the project and the 
project will come back to the board for 
construction approval. 


1001 Supt. Pete Kudlak said besides 
design development, Foresite will also deal 
with construction documents and bidding 
and construction administration. 


Foresite estimates total construction. 
project costs at $665,000 and if the district. 
wishes to incorporate a pad under the new 
turf system it would add $100,000 to the 
costs. 

‘The work is intended for construction in 
the spring/summer of 2022, with bidding 
in October/November 2021. The football 
field and track originally were constructed 
in 2012.

at Woodland Meadows 
landfill in VB Twp. 


Waste Management contractors are 
working on the excavation of cells 13 and 
15 directly south of the existing Woodland 
Meadows Landfill on the east side of the site, 
near Hannan Road. 

Excavation is expected to be completed in 
this area by the end of August. At that time 
the landfill liner installation will begin. 

Once the liner is installed, а 1” drainage 
пе is placed, with a series 
of landfill gas collection pipes. This work 
is anticipated to be completed by Nov 
1. Upon completion of construction WM 
will submit the Construction Certification 
report to the State of Michigan Department 
of Environment, Great Lakes and Energy 
(EGLE), for their review. Once approved by 
EGLE, WM anticipates being able to place 
waste in the new cells beginning in early 
2022. 

WM has also been working to update the 
landfill gas system at Woodland Meadows. 
Eighteen vertical gas extraction wells have 
been drilled throughout the existing waste 
mass at Woodland Meadows, mostly on the 
south and north sides of the landfill. Twelve 
more vertical gas wells remain to be installed

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VBT DDA considers shovel-ready project for federal funds

Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority Executive Director 
Susan Ireland said she was asked to prepare 
а conceptual cost estimate for a shovel- 
ready project to construct a center left 
turn lane on Belleville Road from Tyler to 
Ecorse roads, should a funding opportunity 
become available in the future. 

At the July 27 zoom meeting of the DDA, 
Director Ireland said the conceptual cost 
estimate is $6,972,000, which includes 
about $850,000 for engineering. She said 
water and sewer lines are both located on 
the east side of Belleville Road. 

She said the conceptual roadway is based 
‘on Wayne County standards for a Class "A" 
Road. Drainage is expected to be costly 
because there are two drainage systems, one 
north of Robson and one south of Robson. 


Ireland said the estimated cost includes 


maintaining one-way local traffic, But

Bonner said often mental health concerns 
are causing what their clients are doing, 

"In Inkster in June when we rolled out, 
we had 25-30 enrolled, a tremendous 
amount,” she said, adding they passed out 
100 Narean kits a month and went to trailer 
parks, motels, and other places. 

“We're working with the state of Michigan 
оп this and each community is different. 
We can tailor the program to VBT.” 

Trustee Miller referred to a proclamation. 
‘on mental health passed by the board a year 
or two ago. “If we can save one life or stop. 
the stigma, 

“They are not going to stop until they 
are ready,” Bonner said, noting SOOAR 
is looking for people in the community to 
train as coaches. 

Clerk Leon Wright said his wi 
master’s degree from the University of 
Michigan and worked in mental health 
until the hospitals were closed. Now she 
works with a psychiatrist, who has а large 
load of patients. 

"These people need help,” said Supervisor. 
McNamara, noting that police officers 
are now learning to be mental health 
counselors. He said there are not enough

mental health offenders for the township 
to justify hiring someone full-time for this. 

“The cops thought this was a good 
idea,” he said, adding the police have had 
160 a year of those having mental health 


problems. "This is one of the things we can 
do.” 

“We would like to train coaches in the 
community,” Bonner repeated. “People 


who you least expect need help.” She told 
of an elderly woman who overdosed at 
fellowship hall.
